It was a political 
trick, s dflsbly conceived, but so far as 
endoMments are concerned failed of 
its purpose. 
Friends then asked the 
editor of this paper if he intended to be 
m candidate and he finally said yes and 
work In his behalf commenced, and no 
one expected or received any pay for 
Ik Soon after the names of A. L. 
Church, I. C. Travis and C. H. Moul­ 
ton—all good and capable men who 
bad lived here a long term of years, 
had paid taxe« here and had otherwise 
contributed to the upbuilding of St. 
Joseph, thus acquiring a Just claim for 
poliucal or personal preferment over a 
new-comer, were also urged for the 
position. There were also many other 
citisens who were worthy of recogni­ 
tion but they did not enter the race. 
Mr. Churoh soon dropped out and the 
other two did no active work. 
This 
left the editor the only active one in 
the field against Woodruff. There was 
a prinoipla at stake in this move and 
be proposed to test it. St. Joseph as a 
majority and not as a select few should 
fill and control her offices in the future. 
The contest has resulted in giving the 
editorof this paper by far the best en­ 
dorsement. but the majority doesn’t 
count this time because ft was decided 
long ago that Mr. Woodruff should be 
the next postmaster of St. Joseph. 


CongreMman Hamilton ha«i grossly 
deceived the people of this locality and 
so the vigorous protest entered here 
isproj^and right. 


Mr. Woodruff was born in Water­ 
vliet and in 181K) was nominated for 
county clerk on the republican ticket 
and went down in defeat that year 
with the balance of the ticket. He then 
moved to Benton Harbor and in 1892 
was again named for county clerk and 
elected, serving two full terms. In 
1896 he was made ebairmao of the re- 
Sublican county committee and before 
iie close of his oDieial term wa« “fixed” 
for the St. Joseph postoflice- and Alon­ 
zo Vincent and Mr. Gilnon and^ Mr. 
Hamilton know just how it was doAe. 


The appointment should not have 
gone to Mr. Woodruif because he came 
from Berrien Springs to St. Joseph with 
the removal of the county seat in De­ 
cember, 1894, never intended to make 
this hit future home, is well-fixed finan­ 
cially and does not need the place. It 
wai hli intention to go back to Benton 
Harbo^or Watervliet butthepostoflice 
bee caught him and he held on though 
he told more than one of our citizens, 
last winter, that he was not entitled to 
it. Joel H. Gillette, ex-Register of 
Deeds, a clean, fine man in every way, 
was early solicited by friends here to 
become a candidate but he said no, he 
had not redded here longi enough —the 
place was due some older residenter.

His honor, Mayor Starr, of St. Jos­ 
eph, is by business an architect and 
builder, and has therefore a keen in­ 
sight into any improvement which is 
being made. He is somewhat of a cal­ 
culator and is constantly thinking out 
some new plan for the good of St. Jos­ 
eph. He philosophizes on the munici­ 
pal outlook for the winter as follows: 
“The city council has not done much 
or the past few weeks and the outlook 
s that it will do less during the winter 
months. We will probably do nothing 
of interest except the regular grind of 
monthly business. 
There is nothing 
to be done. The telephone business is 
disposed of. The financial problem has 
>een solved by the lisuance of city 
orders. The cemetery business will, 
t is hoped, lie dead for a few months 
at least. 
The street railway and 
electric light matter are settled beyond 
the shadow of a doubt for a term of 
years. 


**There is only one matter now be­ 
fore the council and that Is now practl 
call? in the hands of the board of 
public works. It Is the second district 
sewer matter. 
There Is no doubt that 
the sewer will be built but the board of 
public works desires to postpone opera­ 
tions until next spring or early next 
summer. 
Therefore nothing will be 
done unUl that time. 
The second and 
burth ward people should have a sewer 
f they want It and It will be built next 
spring or summer. The building of the 
sewer will give employment to a large 
number of men but as they are now 
pretty generally employed there is ho 
hurry on that score. 


**St. Joseph Is forging right ahead. 
!few blood is being, injecm into the 
old arteries of busioess. 
Two large 
brick buildings are in the process of 
erection and ground will 
soon be 
broken for two more. Men are all em­ 
ployed. 
Few houses are for rent. 
If 
Ibis city had 50 more rentable houses, 
rent would be proporUonately cheaper, 
and that would be an Inducement for an 
increase In the labor element. I could 
suggestno better Investment for money 
than to build bouses in St. Joseph 
which would 
rent at a reasonable 
figure. 


“Regarding paving I would say that 
it is my policy to have the city nave a 
few blocks each year. 
It would < 
the city about 150 per block which 
would not be noticed ny the taxpayers 
in general. I think something will be 
done regarding additional pavement 
within a year. I would favor the pav­ 
ing of State street up to Market, and 
Main street south tne same distance 
and all of the cross streets between 
them.

QUESTION OF MAIL-CARRYINQ. 


Doe«n*l Lie with Chicago's Board of Alder­ 
men to Decide. 


Washington, Oct. 16.—Should the city 
authorities in Chicago undertake to stop 
the carrying of mails on the street cars 
they may And themselves In cond*ct 
with the entire power of the United 
States and their police m ay be confront­ 
ed by soldiers. 
No ofllclal information 
has reached the postofllce department 
regarding the decision of the corpora­ 
tion counsel of Chicago that the carry­ 
ing of mails was a violation of the 
street railway charters, but the officials 
are very much interested in the case, 
and are awaiting developments. 


The department will deal only with 
the street 
railway 
companies 
with 
which it has contracts. It Is In no way 
concerned with any question that may 
arise between the companies and the 
city. 
There is no question as to the 
right of the government to send mails 
over any highway In the United States, 
and while It cannot compel any trans­ 
portation company to carry the malki. 
there is ample authority for the pro­ 
tection of any company which may un­ 
dertake to transport them.

Bx-8up«rvl«or J. B. B^lstl« Q«ts thm 
OfTIo« With a Larff«r Majority 
Than Bafora. 


The Buperviiors became alarmed over 
the poMibiUty of iUegalltY in the elec- 
on yesterday of J. B.Beistle to the of- 
ce of drain oommlMloner, before hie 
iucoeotor on the board of supervisort 
hid qualified, and thie morniofr oon- 
uoted another election, replacing Mr. 
Beietle in the office, to avoid any poe- 
tiBle complications that mif^ht arise 
over the question of his bein« legally 
elected. 


Mr. Burbank, now holding the office 
of drain commissioner, who was Mr. 
Beistle’s most formidable opponent at 
yesterday’s election, caused the super­ 
visors to conceive that he was not in 
the field for re-election, by puplicly an­ 
nouncing before the board at this 
morning’s session that he favored the 
proposition of a second election, not 
lecause of a fancy that he might be 
given the office, for he didn’t want it, 
>ut for the reason that in case of liti­ 
gation over drain matters Mr. Beistlc’s 
right to the office might have to be es­ 
tablished in the courts. This declara­ 
tion was generally accepted as indieat- 
ng that iiurbank was averse to being 
a candidate, as the ballot showed, Beis- 
tlo receiving' 20 votes and Burbank 3. 


Burbank would not have contested 
Beistle’s right to the office had not a 
second election been held. 
“Yester­ 
day’s election’’ Burbank said, ‘4odi- 
euted Beistle to be the choice of a ina- 
.¡ority of the board and when January I 
arrived I would have surrendered the 
office without any coatroversy.”

The letter, which 
is a very long one, reviews the course 
of The Sun In its opposition to Qorman

Baltimore, Oct. 16.—United State» Sen­ 
ator Gorman yesterday issued an open 
letter to Edwin P. Abell, publisher of the 
Baltimore Sun, in which he offers to re­ 
linquish the leadership of the Democra* 
cy of Maryland provided Abell will ac­ 
cept It and support the Democratic tick­ 
et iB the cominff state and le^slative 
campaign. He also Intimates that he will 
forego hl9 ambition to succeed himself 
in the United States senate If It can be 
shown that such a step is necessary to 
Democratic success. The letter, which 
Is a very long one, reviews the course 
of The Sun In Its opposition to Ctorman 
because of his views u ^ n civil service, 
tariff and ballot reform measure» To all 
the charges made against him upon this 
score Qorman pleads guilty, but quotes 
The Sun as having admitted that such 
questions were largely m atters of opin­ 
ion and asserts that every man is free to 
think as he pleases regarding thetn.

St. Louis sales have fallen off.

position of the cotton goods industry Is 
ro more favorable, but woolen goods 
m anufacturers report demand brisk, 
prices steady and an unwillingness by 
makers to accept new orders at present 
quotations. Advances are reported for 
Bessemer pig iron and steel billets with 
quick sales, but prices are Urmly held. 


There are nominal advances for lard 
and men's shoes, but prices for pork< 
sugar, copper, lumebr, coal, hides and 
wool are unchanged. 
Quotations are 
lower for butter, potatoes wheat, corr, 
oats, flour, beef, coffee, cotton, print 
cloths and lead. There are IM business 
failures reported throughout the United 
States this week, compared with 2S7 last 
week. 279 in the week a year ago, 2S9 
two years ago, 253 three years ago and
